Orders have, however, been 
issued not to let these hostile bands 
enter their reservations, but for troops 
to follow and punish them wherever 
found. 
R e c c lic r’s S ta te m e n t. 
N e w Yo r k, A ugust 13.—Beecher’s 
statem ent to the Investigating Com­ 
mittee is published, and is very full 
and explicit, 
lie begins with the ac­ 
count of his first acquaintance with 
Tilton, and proceeds to describe the 
character of his intim acy w ith Tilton 
and family. 
H e declares his afFection 
for Tilton, describes his efforts to ad­ 
vance him, and finally to save him 
from utter ruin. 
H e says he now 
sees, however, th at Tilton, through 
the whole difficulty, has been a self­ 
ish, reckless schemer. 
Every effort 
which ho made to restore Tilton to his 
home and former high position served 
only to plunge him into new and tor­ 
m enting complications. 
The vilest 
slanders were set adrift, and the tattle 
of a crowd of malicious women was 
constantly poured into his ears. 
H e 
lost every rem nant of faith in Tilton, 
but still tried, like a brother or father, 
to befriend his family. 
H is only se­ 
curity seemed to rest'in Moulton, and 
when Tilton’s first charge was made, 
he demanded an investigation by the 
church. 
H e wrote and spoke freely to 
Moulton; but explains some of the 
letters which have been published by 
saying that he inherits a tendency to 
sadness, tlie remains of positive hypo­ 
chondria in his father and grandfather, 
and in certain moods of reaction the 
world seems blank to him. 
It was in 
such moods th at some of his letters 
were written and some of his state­ 
ments to Moulton made. 
H e reiter­ 
ates the denial of any act or thought 
of improper relations with Mrs. Til­ 
ton, but avows th at as friend and pas­ 
tor he did all in his power to soo’the, 
cheer and encourage her in her great 
troubles. 
H e says he knows his inno­ 
cence but is still unable to prove it. 
A m em ber of the Committee has 
been detailed to visit M oulton’s house 
with him and exam ine the originals 
of all correspondence betw’eeu the par­ 
ties in the afluir.

Councilmen. 


An article in a late num ber of the 
Evening Express w hile it does not di­ 
rectly attack the m em bers of our pres­ 
ent Council, certainly indicates th a t 
it is the opinion of the w riter th at 
they should not be re-elected. 
The 
uncomplimentary reflections of our 
cotemporary upon these gentlem en 
seem to us to be undeserved. 
If wo 
go back a little less than four years in 
the history of our m unicipal affairs, 
we find th a t th e City Treasury was 
quite em pty, and th at to m eet our cur­ 
rent expenses it was necessary to issue 
scrip, w hich would not sell at par nor 
w ithin th irty -th ree per cent, of it. 
A 
glance at our present financial affairs 
shows th a t we have no scrip on the 
m arket, and the city ’s liabilities are 
prom ptly paid in coin. Men who w ent 
into office under the circum stances 
nam ed and have so arranged the af­ 
fairs of the city so as to m ake the 
show ing our Councilmen now does, 
m ay not be as “ wide between the 
eyes” as a m ule nor be able to evince 
the m ental ponderosity of the Express 
editor, but they have done th eir city 
some service, and as they work w ith ­ 
out fee or salary, they are at least de­ 
serving of our thanks for economy if 
not for enterprise. The ex tra tax a­ 
tion th a t has been im posed since the 
election of the present Councilmen 
has been assum ed by a direct vote of 
the people, and If there are com plaints 
a t the im position of these taxes, they 
cannot be directed at the Councilmen. 
If the present City F ath ers have erred, 
they have done so in favor of the 
masses. They have practiced econ­ 
om y perhaps a little too rigidly, but 
econom y is a virtue, and by practicing 
it we become w ealthy. 
U nder the 
circum stances we th in k the Council 
has done well—so well th a t th e m em ­ 
bers m erit the thanks of th e com m u­ 
nity. 
W h at should be done in the fu­ 
ture we shall allude to hereafter. 


Water, Water.

d r y ’s w ater works were set in opera­ 
tion, and in a few m inutes a je t of 
w ater fifty feet high from th e top of 
the high hill near Temple street, as­ 
tonished those who happened to turn 
th eir eyes in th a t direction.

h ill lands?” w hich has so long puz­ 
zled our citizens, is 
solved. 
Mr. 
B e a u d r y ’s enterprise and tireless en­ 
ergy have given us the solution, and 
w ater, any am ount of w ater, flows 
over the highest lands to th e west of 
the city. 
W e regard th e success of 
Mr. 
B e a u d r y ’s experim ent as the 
daw ning of a new era of prosperity in 
Los Angeles. 
I t is an event w hich 
our citizens regard w ith th e most 
pleasurable sensations. 
W e have al­ 
ways claim ed th a t these high lands 
would become the 
m o st 
valuable 
building sites the m om ent it could be 
shown th a t the required am ount of 
w ater could be throw n upon them , 
and we shall m aintain our theory until 
its correctness is dem onstrated, w hich 
we 
are 
sure 
will 
be 
done 
w ithin th e next few m onths. 
The 
w ater is now high up on Tem ple street 
w ithin four blocks of M ain street. 
A long Tem ple street building will 
com m ence im m ediately, and w ithin a 
very short tim e we shall see hundreds 
of cottage houses dotting th e high 
lands, and long before th e croakers 
have passed aw ay we shall see those 
cottages surrounded by groves, or­ 
chards and flower gardens, for all of 
w hich the city will be indebted to the 
enterprise of a m an who, if he had lis­ 
tened to the advice of m any, would 
have adopted the safe plan of loaning 
his money at two per cent, and let the 
hill lands rem ain barren.

not only satisfied, but quite delighted, 
w ith th e fruit yield in th is county. 
H e declares w ith enthusiasm th a t he 
never saw better fruit th an is to be 
found in great abundance about the 
city and in various parts of the county. 
H e also says th at all kinds of vegeta­ 
bles of w hich there is a surplus in the 
m arket can be dried to the ad­ 
vantage of producers, and 
he has 
found a m arket 
for 
all he can 
get to-day. 
The advantage to the 
county of th is business m ust be ap­ 
parent to every intelligent reader. No 
m ore m oney w ill be sent out of the 
county for these dried fruits, but a 
large incom e w ill accrue to the com­ 
m unity from 
the 
fruit dried and 
shipped from here to A rizona and 
other parts of the country. 
Of course 
there can be no lim it set to th e busi­ 
ness of fruit-raising, for the facilities 
for drying can alw ays be m ade to ex­ 
ceed the fruit crop, and the price of 
fruit will never fall below a standard 
of profit. 
W e m ay now safely advise 
farm ers to engage w ith confidence and 
zeal in the cultivation of fruits and 
vegetables, for no risk will attend the 
venture, and they are certain to be 
well paid for th eir enterprise. Mr. 
D a v i s expects to have his w orks in 
operation in less than a m onth from 
tn is time.jf 


An Insult to the People. 


The removal of Professor, Q a OR from 
the State U nivérsity cannot be re­ 
garded in any other light tb au th a t 
of open contem pt for the wishes of the 
people. 
H is dism issal is the work of 
a ring—a monied, speculative, bank­ 
ing ring—composed of men who fancy 
them selves m em bers of a m onied aris­ 
tocracy, before w hich the laboring 
masses of the S tate m ust bow down in 
meekness 
and 
hum iliation. 
The 
struggle has not been to depose Pro­ 
fessor C a r r so m uch as to sap the 
vitality of the only depratm ent In the 
U niversity th a t could w ork th e gen­ 
eral benefit of the com m unity—the de­ 
partm ent of A griculture. The study 
of such a plebeian profession or calling 
as th at of farm ing, is distasteful to the 
the elegant professors who tell of the 
stars, the far-off constellations; how 
the old Greeks wrote, and the A ncient 
Latins spoke; of the interior of the 
earth; the rings of Saturn, and the 
bark on the north pole, but not one of 
them contributes a bit of inform ation 
th a t w ill cause the grow th of two 
blades of grass w here one grows now. 
T hat is the task of plain people like 
Professor C a r r . 
The U niversity is 
an aristocratic institution. Its tone 
m ust be m aintained, and to do this 
the farm er’s friend is expelled. The 
kid glove professors and banker Re­ 
gents will have everything as they 
w ish u n til the m eeting of the next 
Legislature, when the G ranger voice 
will be heard in tones m ore em phatic 
th an com plim entary to those who 
have driven the G ranger Professor 
from the U niversity.

All the Granges 
in the district, except A lliance and 
Riverside, nineteen in num ber, were 
represented by about forty duly ac­ 
credited 
delegates, in addition 
to 
w hich a large num ber of Fourth De­ 
gree m em bers were present from vari­ 
ous portions of th e district. 
The C entennial Com m ittee, through 
its Chairm an, Bro. P orter of Florence, 
made a full report, stating w hat m eas­ 
ures have been taken by the Patrons 
of H usbandry to secure a creditable 
exhibition of the industries of this 
State, the L egislature having failed 
to m ake an appropriation for that pur­ 
pose. The reports of this com m ittee 
from tim e to tim e have received the 
m arked approval of the Council. On 
m otion, the Com m ittee on Centennial 
was added to the list of standing 
com m ittees. 
Com m ittee on Guide Posts and Sign 
Boards report very satisfactory pro­ 
gress, the Board of Supervisors hav­ 
ing instructed the Road Commissioner 
to erect the same, and in compliance 
w ith such instructions m any boards 
have been put up. 
R eport received 
and com m ittee continued, w ith the 
addition of another m em ber, B rother 
Gibbs being appointed. 
C om m ittee on A gricultural Exposi­ 
tion also report encouraging progress, 
including the action of the Board of 
Directors of th e Association, w hich 
held a m eeting this day, taking vigor­ 
ous action in perfecting plans for hold­ 
ing a fair this season. 
The Secretary 
was instructed to advertise until Sep­ 
tem ber 1st for proposals for a site for 
fair grounds, jetc., which action was 
heartily indorsed by the Council. 
Standing Com m ittee on M anufac­ 
tures,Southw orth, C hairm an, reported 
the steps th at have been taken to en­ 
courage the establishm ent of a paper 
m ill in Los Angeles. The com m ittee 
have apparently secured the cordial 
co-operation ot the m unicipal authori­ 
ties of Los Angeles. The city Council 
have agreedjto give th e use of water, 
in the event of parties w ishing to use 
it m aking a reasonable investm ent in 
establishing a m anufactory. 
There is 
now every prospect th at this addition 
to our industries, w ill be m ade a t an 
early day. 
Report received and filed. 
The following resolution introduced 
by B rother Gordon was unanim ously 
adopted: 
•Resolved, T hat the Council hereby 
approve the resolution in relation to 
the “ N ational 
W ashington M onu­ 
m ental Fund,” adopted by Azusa and 
E l M onte Granges and earnestly rec­ 
om m end the adoption of the sam e or 
sim ilar resolutions by the several 
G ranges in this district. 
The resolutions referred to read as 
follows: 
W h e r e a s , The- lingering incom ­ 
pleteness of the N ational W ashington 
M onum ent, the corner stone of w hich 
was laid on the 4th day of July, 1850, 
is a standing reproach to the degener­ 
ate sons of so illustrious a sire—The 
F ath er of his C ountry—therefore 
Resolved, First, th at we the m em ­ 
bers of Azusa Grange, No. 94, P. of H . 
of Los Angeles county, California, 
agree to m ake a fund b y 'a n n u al con­ 
tribution for two years, of fifty cents 
for each m em ber of this Grange, to be 
called the 
“ N ational 
W ashington 
M onum ent F und.” 
Resolved, Becond—T hat all subordi­ 
nate Granges in the U nited States be 
invited to co-operate in this move­ 
m ent, in order to raise sullieient money 
to complete saidm ouum ent by the 4th 
day of J uly, 1870. 
These resolutions have already ap­ 
peared in the Racijio Rural Rress, 
with favorable notice from S tate Sec­ 
retary W . H. B axter. 
The following pream ble and resolu­ 
tions, presented by brother McComus, 
of Coinpton, was adopted by a unani­ 
mous vote and in a very em phatic 
m anner. 
W h e r e a s , The U niversity of Cali­ 
fornia was originally established espe­ 
cially for an A gricultural College by 


an endow m ent made by the Congress 
of the JJnited States, and 
Whí'.REAS, The 
Regents of the 
University ai a late m eeting passed a 
resolution, w ith but one dissenting 
vote, th a t of R egent J. M. H am ilton, 
M aster of the State Grange, asking 
Professor Carr of the A gricultural De­ 
partm ent to resign his position, w ith 
a view to substitute a series of lectures 
in place of said D epartm ent, and thus 
retaining only in nam e the grand cen­ 
tral Idea for w hich the U niversity was 
established, therefore be it 
Resolved, T hat the m anly and noble 
stand taken by W orthy M aster J. M. 
H am ilton, of the State G range of P a­ 
trons of H usbandry, m eets w ith the 
hearty com m endation of this Council. 
Resolved, further, T hat we will, as 
Grangers, respect the recom m endation 
of the N ational G range in regard to 
our national and industrial colleges, 
and resist by every m eans in our power 
any effort to subvert them to other 
than the specific purposes plainly in­ 
dicated in the Act of endowment. 
Moved and carried th a t the Council 
heartily indorses the action of the 
Santa B arbara G range on this subject. 
The Secretary was directed to fur­ 
nish these resolutions and the action 
of this Council for publication. 
W orthy M aster Garey delivered a 
short but spirited and earnest address, 
which was well received and w arm ly 
applauded. 
Brothers Stafford, Stanley and Ev- 
ey were appointed a com m ittee to 
procure the services of a lecturer for 
the next m eeting of the Council. 
On m otion, the Council adjourned to 
m eet at Compton on the second Tues­ 
day of N ovem ber at 10 o’clock a . si.

A hoy named Henriques Shore was 
arraigned before Justice Gray yester­ 
day for a grave offense not often 
charged upon one of such tender years. 
He was remanded to iail until to-day, 
toawait the Judge’s decision.

The usual 
services of this congregation will take 
place at Good Templar’s Hall to-mor­ 
row, conducted by "Rev. Mr. Egbert of 
San Francisco. 
The Southern California Post has 
been enlarged to thirty-two columns 
and has a typographical appearance 
not excelled by any paper in the city. 
This material improvement in the 
third issue argues well for the pros­ 
pects of the enterprise. 
Mr. Thus. A. Garey left for Rincon, 
San Bernardino county, yesterday to 
organize a new Grange at that place, 
making the third in San Bernardino 
county and the twentieth in this dis­ 
trict. Hon. F. M. Houghton has been 
chosen temporary 
Master of

Grange. 
The W ater Company announces in 
a card, which will be found elsewhere, 
that in order to facilitate the erection 
of hydrants the water will he shut off 
in the whole city to-day between 3 
and 4 p. M., and Monday and Tuesday, 
the 17th and 18th, on Main street, at 
same hours. 
A fire occurred three miles south­ 
west of the city about 12 o’clock yes­ 
terday, in which a stack of baled hay 
belonging to John Reid, was entirely 
destroyed. The stack contained about 
150 tons and was. valued at nine dol­ 
lars per ton. It will be a heavy kvss 
upon the owner. The origin of the 
fire is unknown. 
No other serious 
damage was done. 
A somewhat novel sight is presented

Brush, eleven years of age, who rides 
a yearling colt on the street not larger 
than a fair-sized Newfoundland.

Stabbing Affray. 


About 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
another bloody affray occurred on Ol­ 
vera street, north of the plaza, which 
resulted in the death of a man whose 
name is not known. The particulars 
of the affair, as near as we could 
gather them, are as follows: Frank 
Edwards, the man who did the stab­ 
bing, lives in a small room on Olvera 
street, with a woman named Maria 
Los Angeles Alvisa. 
He came home 
yesterday afternoon, and finding the 
unknoAvn man in liie room, ordered 
him out. The m an left for the time, 
but soou returned with a companion 
and commenced making a disturb­ 
ance. Both parties set upon EdAvards, 
beat him and tore his shirt entirely 
from his body. At this juncture, Ed­ 
wards dreAV a knife and stabbed one of 
his assailants, inflicting a deep Avound 
in the left breast. The wounded man 
ran out of the room, up the street in a 
southerly direction and turning into 
the house of one Juan Trellis, fell 
dead. The other man also fled and 
succeeded in making his escape. Ed­ 
wards was promptly 
arrested and 
lodged in jail. Another man, named 
James Wallace, who was a witness 
to the transaction, was also taken 
into custody. 
Edwards is a young man, nerhaps 
twenty-five years of age, anti of ex­ 
ceedingly Ioav propensities, as would 
seem by his manner of life. He is 
described as a “ hummer,” and does 
not claim for himself any particular 
means of livelihood, though he has 
Avorked in a livery stable some. 
The man who was killed was some­ 
what older—probably tAventy-eight or 
thirty. His name avc haATe failed to 
learn, after the most diligent inquiry, 
but it is understood that he and his 
companion were both from the Monte. 
He wore a pair of fine boots, blue 
jeans pants, tucked inside of his boot- 
tops, and a grey woolen shirt. The 
body Avas remoA’edto the jail-yard and 
held for an inquest, which Avill proba­ 
bly take place this morning. 
About six o’clock we visited the pris­ 
oner in jail, and learned from him the 
facts of the case as we have given 
them, corroborated by the statements 
of others. Edwards admitted that all 
of the parties engaged iu the fracas 
were under the effects of liquor, in­ 
cluding himself and the woman Al- 
visa. His statements Avere somewhat 
confused, but appeared to be correct 
in the main. 
New developments Avill doubtless he 
made at the inquest. 
Later we learn that the man avIio 
Avas killed bore the name of Frank 
Tedrow, with an alias or t aa’o, and 
lived in Gospel Swamp. It is said 
that he had a bad reputation.
